COLONEL AND MR S. GASKIN 

A Tribute— A Biographical Sketch— And A Retrospect 



A CHARACTER ESTIMATE 

FPR twenty years Colonel Albert Gaskin 
has been going np aiid down, to and fro, 
the Dominion of Canada and Newfound- 
land in a greater measure than any other 
Salvationist, and thus is, perhaps, more widely 
known than any other Officer on the Canadian 
rolls. It is^ therefore, net necessary to draw a 
pen portrait ol the departing Chief Secretary. 
His manly visage, virile form, and fiery eloquence 
arc sufficiently familiar to US all; and when 
.Colonel and Mrs. Gaskin are traversing the 
Alpine cantons, or preaching Christ and Him 
crucified in the city of Rome. Canadians will 
remember tlic seasons when the Hood-tides of 
God's sanctifying power flowed at OHicers' Coun- 
cils or special campaigns conducted by. him in 
the old-cstabliiihed towus and cities down East, 
and the newer communities of the coming West. 
As General Secretary and latterly as Chief 
Secretary, Colonel Gaskin is closely identified 
with the most prosperous period of Tlic Salva^ 
tioiLArmy in Canada. He has rendered splendid 
service to the cause in this country, for which 
the forces are grateful. We honour him for his 
labours for God and The Army in British North 
America, and admire him and Mrs. Gaskin for 
the Salvation spirit Ihey have shown in their 
readiness to march on, at the command of their 
Genera], to another portion of The Army's world- 
wide battle linc^ and at whatever position on the 
front they mqy be placed, their twenty years' 
conduct in Canada gives us absolute confidence 
that they will put up a fight that will honour the 
Captain of their Salvation, advance the cause of 
The Army, and bring credit to themselves. 

A very outstanding feature in the characters 
of Colonel and Mrs. Gaskin is that they have 
held fast to the first principles of their early 
consecration — simple Salvationism. "The King- 
dom first," and "where Tie leads 1 will follow/' is 
now, as ever, their slogan, and they arc deter- 
mined to know nothing on earth among men, 
saic Christ and Him crucified. They have not 
allowed flesh and blood (o divert Ihem from the 
path of dnty, or the field of labour willed by 
Providence, "With the same confidence in the 
Almighty, ihcy follow at the call to Switzerland 
and Italy, with,thi:ir linguistic difficnlties and 
glorious privileges, as when they hearkened and 
obeyed the voice Ihat led them lo Clapton Train- 
ing College — and they arc relying upon the same 
simple faith, that has keep titem all these years, 
to keep (hem to the end. 

Colonel and Mrs, Gaskin. from the Allantic 
to the Pacific^ your comrades in the war salute 
you, and bid you Cod-speed. Your example is 
an inspiration. 

CAREER AMD CONVERSION 

It may he of Inlerest to recall at this time a few 
particulars concerning the careers of thc^ com- 
rades who arc leaving us. Both arc of English 
birth; the Colonel was born in the little town of 
Kegworlh, and converted to God in the same 
community. 

He had on a few occasions attended Salvation 
Army meetings in towns adjacent to hia own, 
and had been favourably impressed, so that when 
The Salvation Army opened fire at Kcgworth, he 
Mas quite in sympathy with the Movement. At 
Keg(vorth, as at other places, the advent of The 
Army resulted in a numhcr of well-known drunk- 
ards abandoning-.thcir dissolute courses, and one 
evening, ydiing Gaskin, then twenty-two,, a de- 
votee to Wtldetit- sports, 'W9rldly-minded> bul; 



healthy and ctean-liT.iiig, listened to a well- 
known character sing the Salvation song, "He 
Pardoned a Rebel Like JMe." The converLtd 
drunliard then described the life of debauchery^ 
from which he had been saved, and appealed for 
conrirm,ition of his statenienlc to simrFar charac- 
tcrs, who stood in the t-Ens. They corroboruied 
his testimony. 

This made a profound impresf^ion upon young 
Gaskin, The work of grace accomplished in ihe 
heart of that drunkard not only showed him hi<; 
need of Salvation, but it also revealed «l]:»t 
trifling tilings fool-racing, leaping, and slniilnr 
sports were compared with the results that at- 
tended the preaching of the Gospel. The con.iic- 
qncnce was that he sought the Saviour for the 
Salvation of his own soul; and some months 
later, as he was travelling in a railway carriage, 
knelt down and gave himself to God for Officer- 
ship and the Salvation of others. Within a year 
of his conversion he was in the Clapton Trahiing 
Home, London, England. 

In October 9th, 18S5, he left the Training 
Home to be Lieutenant to the late Brigadier 
Charlie Mitchel, who was in charge of the "Vic- 
tory" Cavalry Van. and, with twelve Cadet.";, to 
take Salvation to the villagers of rural England, 
and in the month of December of the same 
year came promotion to the rank of Captain, 
and the command of Corps. His career as a 
Field Officer was characterized by several very 
remarkable revivals of soul-saving, and a feature 
of those who got converted in his meetings was 
the number of notorious cases. 

Colonel Gaskin lias a lecture which he, has. 
with remarkable acceptance, delivered ail over 
the Dominion of Canada, entitled "Queer Fish 
and Hoiv They Arc Caught,'* and perhaps a more 
extraordinary collection of human docLtmcuts 
has never been described on platform or in 
.printed page. They were the converts o£ lii-i 
Field Officer days. 

After nine Corps C^nie promotion to Staff rani; 
nnd appointment to Staff ^vork. He was the 
Young People's Secretary for a number of Divi- 
sions; then fuIluwL'ii a !;erics of appointmcnis 
as Chancellor and a period of Garrison Ofliccr 
ivork. Following this he had the Divisional 
Commands of North London and Central Lon- 
don, after which he was made Secretary for the 
London Province and Training Homes. Next 
came his appoinlnicnt as General Stfcrelary to 
Canada. 

Mrs, Gaskin iiis a Local Officer at Hinckley 
"when Captain Gaskin was appointed to that 
Corps. It goes without saying that Rules and 
Regulations were strictly adhered to by the 
Hinckley Captain; nevcrtlielcSS. Convert Ser- 
geant Major Green went to the Training Home, 
then to a Corps {Oldhain t.) as I.icntcnanl to 
now Colonel and Air*. Hoggard; thence to the 
Manchester Hcadquaricr.s, where she became 
Mrs. Adjutant Ga.ikiii. Since then the current.'^ 
of tbeir lives have lilended. 

_. Commander Eva Booth had been in charge of 
Canada just three weeks when Major Albert 
Gaskin arrived in Toronto to take the position of 
General Secretary on the Headquarters Staff, and 
for twenty years, save for a brief interval as 
Chief Secretary for the West, lie has liccn at 
the building on the corner oE Janie:^ and Albert 
StreetSj Toronto, filling with splendid devotion 
and capacity the positions of General Secretary, 
field Secretary, and Chie£ Secretary. His con- 
fiisteht ascent in rank and position and influence 
bears witness to his innate worth and genuine 
capacity, whicbhas-been fully, reeogniigd'by his 
' leaders. ^ , '

Drum- 
mers Yabsley, Peach, and Ltind have 
been in the band since it started, 
and in addition to these there have 
passed through it Sergeant Pinder, 
now ol the 22nd TManchcsttrp, Pri- 
vate Kilcy, now wiih the Z^lh Man- 
chcalers (both in France), and Pri- 
vate Criino, whose fiicacnl duly in 
lliis eanlp prevents him attending 



practice regularly. The interest of 
the band lies to a great eKteni in the 
fact thatit is not officially recogniz- 
ed by the military authorities, and 
all the practice is done in the men's 
spare time. We are not abletolteep 
a band together for any length of 
time, as, Ijeing a draft-finding bri- 
gade, wc are frequently sending men 
to France, and it is impossible to 
arrange for men lo be kept off drafts

The Doorway of a New Empire 

It is, comparatively speaking, but 
a shoti time 4go since the general 
public first became aware of the stu- 
pendous possibilities which- lay in 
the vast tracts ol land known as the 
Peace River Oountry* 

For a considerable time a' steady 
slrcatn of settlers have entered into 
this region, and .there has scarcely 
been any noticealjle decrease in the 
stream during the now nearly two 
years' war.

feet below the prairie plateau. The 
descent down the terraced, sage- 
covered hillF, is easily made in full 
view of Ihe confluence of the Big 
Smoky ami the Peace Hivers (the 
litter beinj^ navigable for three 
hun^lred mites above and below the 
to^Mi), creating a wonderful scene

THE final public meeting of 
Colonel and Mrs. Gaskin 
was held in the historic To- 
ronto Temple; the scene oE 
so many of tlieir victories 
for God and His Kingdom. 

It was a siuling night; ^ in the 
shade, and many of the male portion 
of the audienccr as well as the Band, 
studied comfort before appearance, 
and divested themselves of their 
coats; but, notwithstanding the cx- 
cessisc atmospherical discomfort, a 
fine crowd was present to listen to 
the last i^ords of those who have, 
for so many ycarS» ministered to the 
spiritual needs of the Toronto Sal- 
vationists. 

The Commissioner presided over 
the meeting. Present was also Com- 
missioner Mapp, who had come to 
give his benediction to his whilom 
colleague Lieutenant.-Coloncl and 
Mrs Chandler from Hamilton and 
Brigadier and Mrs. Morehen and 
Major Southall were present from 
Montreal The Headquarters Staff 
■was present in full force, and the 
excellent Dovcrcourt Band had been 
selected to supply the music. 

After the opening song Commis- 
sioner Mapp, in a very tender and 
appropriate manner, prayed God's 
hiessmg on the meeting, and on the 
outgoing comrades; after which the 
Male Voice Choir of the Staff 
Songsters sang a special song.

a capable and a good man." 

In speaking for the Staff Song- 
sters, of whom the Chi^;f Secretary 
may be said to be the father, he men- 
tioned that they as a Brigade would 
miss liim, as he had playvd such a 
promincut part in their many week- 
end campaigns, and his excellent 
addresses had not only brought 
blessing to the public, hut had been 
the means of great enlightenrriertt 
and inspiration to the Songsters 
themselves. 

Lieut.- Colonel Boud had very 
early recollections of the Chief Sec- 
retary, they having birirn Cadvts to- 
gether. He recalled the farewells of 
Colonel So^vton, one of Canada's 
Old Chiefs, lie had gone to Ihe 
East (India); also Colonel Mapp — 
he had gone to the South (South 
America); Colonel Gaskin was go- 
ing to Western Europe, EJut he had 
observed that Colonel Sowton re- 
turned to Canada with the insignia 
of a Coinmisiilaiier on his coilar^ to 
he the leader in the Mighty West; 
Colonel Mapp had travelled through 
as a Commissioner on his way to 
the Far East — ^Japan. The Editor 
had been speculating as to what ap- 
pointment Colonel Gaskin would be 
taking up when he, in turn, passed 
through Ca-nada ne«l. The heat of 
the night drew comparisons from 
him concerning the European play- 
ground of the Alpine region. And 
paid a tribute to the high- principled 
Salvationism of Colonel Gaskin. 

The Training Home Principal 
(Brigadier Bell) was loud in his ex- 
pressions of the kindness that has 
been exhibited towards him by 
Colonel Gaskin. Said hei "There has 
been no deviation or variableness 
about this charaeterlslie, and I ap- 
preciate it very much." He spoke 
most highly of Commissioner Oli- 
phant, and ventured to say that the 
Chief Secretary should be proud to 
work with sueh a man, 

Mrs. Lieut.- Colonel Chandler, who 
Spoke for the women Officers, men- 
tioned that the kindness of Mrs. 
Gaskin was known the length and 
breadth of the Dominion, and (hat 
her cheerincss enthused others to do 
and be, when flesh would be other- 
wise. She had taken a great inter- 
est in the women of The- Salvation 
Army, and would be the recipient of 
many prayers as a result. No one 
could fully estimate her value, but 
God would make all things abound 
for the devotion and toil that has 
been put into the Canadian Terri- 
tory, ■ 

In a fine speech', well delivered and 
full of admirable senticnents, Mrs. 
Commissioner Richards spoke of the 
unpleasantness of farewell and wel- 
come meetings, and she knew hy 
real Fxperience of the difficulties 
that were in front of Mrs. Gaskin 
through new languages, and the 
meeting of new people; also of her 
admiration for Mrs. Gaskin's char- 
acter. She assured Mrs. Gaskin 
that the women of Canada would 
pray for her, and-that she had prov- 
ed herself to be a thorough Salva- 
tionist and a worthy helpmate to 
her husband. 



Prior to his address the ConimiS' 
sioncr read representative telegrams 
received by Colonel Gaskin from 
Commissioner Sowton and Major 
Barr. 

The Commissioner's address, 
which was very instructive and Suit- 
able to the occasion, was based upon 
two Bible characters: PrisciHa and 
Aquila, to whom the Commissioner 
likened the Chief Secretary and Mrs. 
Gaskin. And. under the Commis- 
sioner's Skilful oral portrayal, the 
resemblance was most marked. The 
Commissioner informed ns that near- 
ly thirty years ago Colonel Gaskin 
had been his assistant, and referred 
in a humorous manner to the won- 
derful skill of the Colonel on the 
cornet, and then proceeded to pay a 
tribute to Colonel Gaskin's toyaliy, 
hard work, and fine Service, ""'lich 
should have been very gratifying to 
our outgoing comrades. He said 
that he had been glad to have him as 
his Chief Secretary, and that in a 
letter to the Chief o£ the Staff, he 
had said that when he himself leaves 
Canada, he would be glad to have 
him afiain as a Chief Secretary, and 
that it would greatly rejoice him it, 
in course of tinie. they could clasp 
each other's hand On another plat- 
form in the same capacity as they 
stood that night. 

The Commissioner said that he 
felt The General had demonstrated 
his great confidenee in the Colonel 
by placing their farewelling com- 
rade into a similar position to that 
he had lately filled in Canada. This 
position, ivith increased responsibili- 
ties, must be regarded as a mark of 
trust. 

He referred to the diffieulties the 
Colonel would experience In going 
to a new land, but assured him the 
linguistic difficulty would not nearly 
be SO formidable when close up to 
as when \-iewed from a distance, but 
that an interpreter would come to 
him as a blessing. He had every 
contidenco that the Chief Secretary 
would. In a short time, be able to 
converse in the Swiss language. And 
that he goes from Canada with the 
love and confidence of his leaders 
and all who had been associated 
with him. 

He then called upon the Colonel 
to address the audience. They re- 
ceived him with a tornado of loud 
and continued applause. The Colonel 
gave a characteristic address, which 
was listened to With intense interest 
and opened with the statement that 
he, with Mrs. Gaskin. had done the 
best that they could in the best wav 
known to thum, and with the glory 
of God in view. 

"We did not," said he. "tike the 
thought of coming to Canada when 
we received our orders, but we came. 
And we do not like to leave the 
siiores of Canada, hut we are going, 
as it is the will of God," 

He humorously and affectionately 
referred to Mrs. Gaskin. They had 
always been together, and. although 
with a woman's dread of sca-sick- 
nes<:, snhmarine's torpedoes, .ind 
bactlealiips, the "aid she could not 
crobs the bca, he knew she -uould 
And although she had said she coula 



not leave Canada, her friends, and 
her daughter, he knew that she 
would be like the man in the parable 
who said, "I go not," and went. 

He spoke most highly of the 
Commissioner as a leader, of his 
compassion for souls, his thought for 
the Young People, and his business 
capacity. The Commissioner was 
quick at decision, and could see 
things coming, thus Fortifying him- 
self, while he (the Chief Secretary) 
was slower in mental processes, but 
he had tried to be accurate and dc- 

Very touchingly did he ref;r to 
the association with Colonel Jacobs 
and of the clever and h Ik hEy- respect- 
ed members of the Headquartera 
Staff, In speaking of the Depart- 
mental Heads, he advised all present 
to respect them, as ihere are not to 
be found any better men in the 
-whole of Canada. Mention was made 
of the Godly life and eEheient ser- 
vice rendered by Adjutant Maisey 
and Mrs. Ensign Watkinson, who 
have been his assistants for a num- 
ber of years, also Staff-Captain 
Easton, who laboured so faithfully 
ivith htm In the Field Department 
He thanked the Bandsmen for their 
devotion and toil. 

The Colonel believed that his 
xvork had been blessed by God, and 
had brought an increase. He was 
encouraged by so many promises of 
prayer on the hehalf of Mrs. Gaskin 
and himself; and he hoped that his 
future service in Switzerland and 
Italy would bring credit to Canada, 
which is dear to his heart. 

The Commissioner then announc- 
ed that Mrs. Gaskin would speak 
She. too, received an ovation, and 
Said :— 

"I appreciate the opportunity of 
speaking to-night, as I desire to 
thank all comrades for their kind- 
ness to me while \n this land." Detrn- 
itely did she express that her all was 
on the altar when coming- to Cannda 
twenty years ago; and it Is still on 
the altar of sacrifice for service to 
God and humanity. God's grace had 
ever been suflicienl for her, and the 
knowledge she has of Him hnnga 
comfort and consolation at thi$ 
time of her eKperieiicc. A request 
was made that comrades would pray 
for her as she would pray for all 
those who have become dear, 
through so many years of happy 
assoeiations. 

In a very solemn and touching 
manner, the Commissioner thcti 
commended the f^^reivellir.g com- 
rades to the preserving mercies of 
our Heavenly Rither. and to Hii 
blessing when in their n^w com- 
mand. The entire audience then very 
impressively eang. "God will take 
care of yon." and the final public 
farewell of Colonel and Mrs. Gaskid. 
from Canada, after twenty years, 
had conclnded.

THE SALVATION ARMY EISES TO THE NATIONAL EMER- 
GENCY, HOUSING AND FEEDING WAR-WORKERS— 
CHURCH DAV SCHOOL AND WORKHOUSE 
OCCUPIED FOR THIS PURPOSE 



ON llic oiilikirts of a certain 
cily situated near the heart 
ofFiiRlaiid there is being 
crcctcil. with all tliat pur- 
poseful '-])ceiJ \\ Inch bt- 
ioLcns smootli-rtiiniEng oryanizanon. 
2 huge niuiiitioik uorlcs ^vhich 
Steadily spreads itself out over the 
smiling landscape. It is a thiufi 
alive: almo.sr one may say sec it 
grow; certainly from day lo day its 
dcvctopmeiit is apparent 

When Ibis great undertaking was 
passing thro[igIi its first phases — the 
digging of foundations and such like 
preliminaries — trouble, wilh a capi- 
.tal T. loomed up on the horizon and 
jQUTckly dominated the situation. 

^'Speed, more speed!" eried the 
authorities, and Ibc contractors -i^'CrC 
at their wits' end, fur they had scant 
faope of making normal progress, lo 
say nothing of speed. 

"Ko lotjgtngs for the men !" can c 
^he report of tbc gangers; "tllCv 
>i'On*t stop!" 

In ^ hi 5 hour of 'emergency rose 
one in the gloomy council — on. 
who knew— and he said: "This is a 
5ob for The Salvation Army!" Th s 
.'Statement was immediately etidorstd 
by the firm, which had liad exper 
cncc of The Army's activitii^s n 
similar eireumstattccs. formerly, and 
iCoIoiiel Laurie was conimuTiicatcd 
"Vith at the Whitcchnpel HcadqUar 
Iters of the City Colony. 

Arrived in the ' city, the Colonel 
.'found the place chock-a-hlock witi 
people; alwaj'5 densely populiilcd, t 
ifas now endeavoudng to digest an 
influx of war workers to the accom- 
paniment of many unpleasantnesses 
of dyspepsia. Tii their despair the 
famous contractors had pitched a 
inumber oi bell tents on the Site in 
order to provide sleeping accommo' 
'dation for some of their men, but 
.ihe weather condilcons were so atro- 
icious that scant prospect of success 
attended the venture. One of the 
first men with whom the Colonel 
spoke, a foreman on the works, de- 
clared that he had visited fifty 
lionscs seeking lodgings the previous 
itight, but without securing where 
to' lay his head. 

Quick to see a way out the City 
Colony Governor proposed the erec- 
tion of temporary' donnitories on the 
pattern of thos< in use at the Had- 
leigh Colony, and the firm gladly 
Jumped at the suggestion. But dor- 
mitories wouTd take two to three 
■ yccks to erect; how about immcdi' 
ate necessities? 
Before leaving the city the Colonel 
. hustled round seeking to make ar- 
rangements for other temporary ac- 
icommodation. First he looted at 
SeVicral munition sheds already roof- 
ied'in — the machinery was not yet to 
faarid. Why not utilize these? He 
It^d.but to suggest it, and the build- 
ings' were, thrown open. He also 
^ secured the use of one room in a 
day school which -was partially occu- 
' ipied by men employed by the mun.i- 
^i^Ti'firm. 

On returning to London the Col- 
onel saw a supply of beds, etc., pack- 
d'm readiness, and then, when 
ei-fcrything was speeding up, came 
'tr6uble. "The railways are held up. 
ibi*' Government purposes," was the'' 
St^ettient, So the colonel had to' ' 
geV busy again, but in the end he 
obtained preferential transit for the 
teds which arrived at their destma* 
lian the following day, and the

TO STOP AUTO-STEALING 

A NEW device intended for the 
* 'safely of people who leave their 
automobiles standing on the street 
or in a pnblie p:.rking place for long 
periods has been invented. ■ 

This is tncrely a switch, which, 
when the plug is removed, grounds 
t'lC magneto and prevents the engine 
from bcinp started. When the plug 
IS pushed is as far as it will go, the 
switch docs not make contact; con- 
sequently the magneto is free from 
grounds. "When the ping is pulled 
even part way out, the switch 
makes coniact and the magneto is 
grounded, thus stopping the engine. 
This condition, of cijursc, continues 
when the bmton h entirely removed. 
No other type of plug could possibly 
be used to start the car. A ring on 
the plug can be attached to one's 
keyring, so that it will not be lost 
or misplaced.

T IS with the hope that mothers 
I be encouraged to do a little 
jre cooking at home that this 
ide is written. Many women 
ill at once say, "I have very lillle 
to give to cooking, and, be- 
ihcre is very little money left 
jv food to cook, after thcTent 



; is an old .'iaying, "We must 

cLit our coat according to our cloth," 
-ind o we must prepare our meals 
according (0 our income, and malce 
the most of what wc have. 

It pays to cook. The mother who 
5cnd3 her children at dinner time for 
fish.and chips, or a bit of tinned or 
cooked meat, really spends more 
monev and has far less nourishment 
than The one who goes to the trouble 
to prepare and cook A proper meal. 
How unsatisfactory. on a cold day 
are these "make-up" dinners; and 
how huogn." the children are at tea- 
time if their dinner consists merely 
of bread and dripping. 

For the mother who makes up her 
mind to cook, there will he no time 
in the morning to sit and read, or 
to talk with her neighbour. 

A soup made from the following 
recipe takes only a few minutes and 
co£i.s no more than a few cents: — 

One pound of lentils. 

Two quarts of water. 

One carrot. 

One onion (large). 

Two potatoes. 

One tablespooniul of dripping. 

A little ceJery, or flavour with 
celerj- sail. 

Boil tu'o honrs. 

Bring lentils to boil in water, then 
add vegetables, sliced, and other in- 
gredienif. 'J'his is greatly improved 
by passing through a wircsicve or 
colander. A pound oi lentils made 
into good soup is as nourishing as a 
pound of beeisteak, and far cheaper. 

One Home I^cague Secretary took 
50up made from ihis recipe down to 
the memberf. of the Home League 
a!id gcivc each of ihcni a little lo 
ia?tc. A lady who tasted this soup 
asked for the recipe, and =aid it was 
so delicious she would ask her cook 
to make POffle. 

So if you cannot aftord to n:ake a 
pudding, your husband and children 
will appreciate a basin of nice hot 
soup, especially On a eold wnter's 
dai'. Hundred* of children go forth 
into life with di.''cat'ed bones, weakly 
organs, and, worse still, poor brains, 
just because they have not bet-n fed 
wjsely and sufficiently in carl/ life 
Children who are well nourished 
nrc certainly better, able to resi. t dis- 
ease and sickness than those ivhose 
diet ha» been neglected. 

For workingmen and woinen, for 
growing boys and girls, the best 
foodstuffs a're lentils, peas, beans, 
fish, oatmeal, cheese, eggs, meat, 
and fruit. 

'Beetroot, turnips, carrots, dates, 
figs, and raisins are good food for 
winter days, as they are also heal- 
givjjj^ foods. Oatmeal porridge, 
and milk, potatoes, and butter, milk, 
eggs, and macaroni are alE good, 
nourishing dishes, and less expen- 
sive than butchers' meat. 
Variety in^ Heals 

It is not a difficult matter for.a 
housewife who has plenjy o£ motley 
to have variety in meals^ But, with 
a little common sense and manage- 
ment, the housewife whose income 
is very small will contrive to have 
something different for each dinner 
in the week None of us would 
care to have the same meal screed 
up dA> after da%

Three pounds of potatoes. 

A little chopped parsley. 

Onti tahlespoonful of dripping. 

Bring barley to boil in water, then 
add above ingredients (vegetables 
sliced); boil gently for two and a 
half hours, then season to USte. 

On another day you mignt cook 
Bean Pie, at follows:— 

Half a pound. of haricot beang. 

Four pounds of potatoes. 

One large onion. 

Tahlespoonful of dripping. 
For the pie crust: — 

One pound of flour. 

Tea^poonful of baking powder. 

Pinch of salt. 

SiK ounces of lard or dripping. 

Wash beans well and soak over 
night. Bring beans to boll in just 
over one quart of water, then let 
these simmer for an hour. Then 
add potatoes (sliced) and onions 
and dripping. After these have boil- 
ed for half an hour put in A large 
pie dish, and put crust on made wilii 
above ingredients and bake thirty 
minutes. Season to taste. If pie 
dish not large enough to hold all, 
leave in saucepan and serve vege- 
table dish. 

Or a dish of boiled Spanish on- 
ion;, with sauce and mashed pota- 
toes, is simple and nourishing, and 
so cook ^ different dish every day. 

Then what n variety of milk pud- 
dings can he made! I have come 
across people who dislike nco -=imp- 
Iv because rice was given ihem evtry 
day when thty u-eie children. \Vc 
can have rice .tapioca, sago, barley, 
semolina, all made Lmo milk pud- 
dings, and all arc espcciallv good for 
children. 

On winter days boiled suet pud- 
dings arc very satisfying, mid may 
he made with dales, figs, currant.^, 
raisins, syrup, or jam. During the 
hot summer days we all like light 
puddings. The following is much 
enjoyed by children and very cheap: 

Line a basin with slices of bread 
and pour any kind of hot stewed 
fruit into hasin. Put a sHce ofhread 
on top and cover with plate, and let 
it get quite cold. Then turn out 
and serve with custard or junket. 

Wc cannot expect to keep well 
without some vegetables. They 
contain salts and acids which are 
necessary to all. especially to 
adults. Persons who neglect to cat 
a proper amount of vegetables, and 
take highly-seasoned dishes, sueh 
as bloater*^ kippers, pickled pork, 
ftCj are liable to suffer froui ecze- 
ma, boils, carbuncles, and other 
fikin diseases, 

Iti summcf-tlme, especially, we 
have a great variety of vegetables 
to cook. But perhaps your husband 
wui'ld not think his dinner complete 
without a little meat, and yet you 
cannot afford CKpepsive joints. WeH, 
you could stew a little ^vy beef 
with sliced carrots and onloas very 
slowly for two hours and thicken, 
with flour a few minutes before 
serving it up

NATURE'S COLD STORAGE 



For il long time hiini.iti ingenuity 
has been devising systems of cold 
storage for rood products; but for 
an unknown number of ages such a 
system has existed in natural form 
in Northern Kussia and Siberia. It 
was discovered by the famous orni- 
thologist, ffenry Seebohm. 

Each year, when the berries are 
ripe, and before the hirds can de- 
vour many o£ thcni. the snow deSi- 
ecnds upon the tundra; it Covers the 
crop and preserves it in perfect con- 
dition. Then comes the spring sun 
lo melt the snow .ind uncover the . 
bushes, loaded with ripened fruit, 
and the ground hcncath covered 
with the fallen provender. The ber- 
ries never decay hcncath the bt\o\v. 

Nor do the birds rely upon the 
frnit alone for food. The inSect- 
cating birds also find provision, 
since the same heat that frees the 
fruit also bring.? into being some of 
the most prolific insect life on the 
globe. No European can live on the 
tundra without a veil aucr the snow 
melts.
